descriptive title suggestive of the 
desert and affiliated w ith the 
nam e Palm Springs. 
It w as decided by council that 
the latter should be done in the 
interest 
of community 
adver­ 
tising and exploitation. 
Final decision was m ade on 
the n an*' forwarded by Mayor 
Charles 
Farrell 
himself. 
This 
title he justified by the fact that 
the club was formerly the prac­ 
tice and playing gróunds of the 
Village Polo club and. although 
not used for th at purpose now, 
would still follow the pattern of 
the famous Polo Grounds in New 
See POLO.

The m erger proposal w as t h e » ' 
main item before the hoard with 
election of officers for the e n su ­ 
ing year second on the agenda. 
Officers chosen were John Con­ 
nors. president, replacing Ernest 
Alschuler; W illard Hillery. sec­ 
retary, and Muriel Fulton, treas­ 
urer. 


A LETTER from Kenneth Kirk, 
president of the board of direct­ 
ors of the Desert Hospital dis­ 
trict, w as read in which the fu ­ 
ture of the com m unity’s hospital 
facilities w as discussed and the 
proposal of am alg am atin g the 
interests of the two bodies o ut­ 
lined. 
With the best ltnerests in the 
m atter of hospital facilities for 
the area uppermost in the minds

NO GOVERNMENT can spend itself into prosperity, and 
no state or nation ever remained great th a t failed to main­ 
tain the qualities of hard work and thrift, With these 
words, Earl Warren laid down what may be one of the 
fundamental issues in the coming gubernatorial election 
in California. He was speaking to over 500 newspaper edi­ 
tors and publishers who gathered at Coronado last week­ 
end for the annual convention of the California Newspaper 
Publishers association. The chief executive has not even 
announced his candidacy—and when some of the news­ 
paper men asked him about it lie said “this is not the 
time or place for political chitchat.” 
Nevertheless, the newspaper men believe that w arren 
will again be nominated at the primary and th a t his chief 
opponent next fall will be James Roosevelt. That s Yvhy 
they were interested to hear Warren reiterate his policy 
concerning public debt and thrift in striking contrast to 
the national administration’s program of spending and 
welfare legislation. The governor s determined position 
that “never must we spend more than our income” brought 
a hearty round of applause from the fourth estate. W arren 
proceeded to point out, ho\Y-ever, that such a policy is hard 
to follow because the people are continually wanting more 
services from government than they are willing to pay for. 
“New services,” Warren declared, “should stop as soon as 
the government reaches the end of its revenue in that par­ 
ticular field. There is no other way to run government.” 
Gov. W arren went on to tell the newspaper men of the 
myriad of problems which face California 
all of which 
he said were a direct result of the greatest voluntary m i­ 
gration in recorded history—the movement of four million 
people into California in ten years. One of the greatest 
needs, he pointed out, is more basic industries to provide 
jobs not only for present unemployment but work for 10,­ 
000 more every month. One of the most serious of all prob­ 
lems, the governor said, is w ater conservation. Another is

Further evidence of terrific waste in 
federal government operations and conse­ 
quent ever-increasing taxation and deep­ 
er deficits is seen in the Hoover Commis­ 
sion report on operation of the post office 
department. 
The Commission reported that the post 
office department, which runs one of the 
largest businesses in the world, has al­ 
most no control over the price of its prod­ 
ucts (postal rates), its operating funds 
(appropriations), or the wages it pays. 
Of the department’s 470,000 employees, 
22,000 are politically appointed. These in­ 
clude some top officials and all 1st, 2nd 
and 3rd class postmasters. 
The department operates under a maze 
(900 pages) of detailed laws and regula­ 
tions, most of them archaic. 
All 42,000 postmasters have to corres­ 
pond directly with Washington on the 
most trivial matters. 
The department’s funds are allocated 
quarterly by the Budget Bureau under 58 
separate purpose categories, such as “sal­ 
aries, clerks;” or “carfare and bicycle al­ 
lowance.” As a result, no post office can 
be operated as a fiscal unit. The manage­ 
ment must concern itself with the ex­ 
penses of separate activities as though 
thev were totally unrelated. 
The comptroller general keeps the de- 


partment’s accounts, does the final audit­ 
ing, settles directly with individual post­ 
masters and then makes his report to the 
department about 8 months after the 
quarter's end, when it is too late for the 
report to be of any use in day-to-day ov 
even month-to-month supervision. 
These findings partially explain why 
the post office department had a deficit 
of about 8500,000,000, or 20% of revenues, 
last fiscal year. 
It is vitally important to the taxpayer, 
that the post office department be mod­ 
ernized and put in business for itself. 
The president, in his Reorganization 
Plan No. 3 which went into effect during 
the first session of the 81st congress, made 
most of the administrative changes that 
he w'as empowered to make in the post 
office department. There is little more 
that the president or the postmaster gen­ 
eral can do to achieve the needed reforms. 
The rest is up to congress. The president 
has asked congress to adopt many of the 
other Hoover Commission recommenda­ 
tions relating to the post office depart­ 
ment. 
Legislation to do the job is pending in 
both the senate and house. Tell your 
members of congress that you want ac­ 
tion on these bills at the earliest possible 
opportunity. 


Opinions of Ofher Editors 
PENSIONS FOR QUADRUPEDS 
Professor Milton Fisher of Long Island 
University is concerned over the absence 
of systematic pensions for cats. He thinks 
they should be provided with annuities by 
their patrons instead of having their wel­ 
fare dependent upon the whims of heirs, 
some of whom may not have a full sense 
of responsibility toward bereaved and be­ 
reft felines. 
The weakness of this suggestion is 
that it does not get to the root of the 
problem. 
, 
We ought to face the fact that there 
are families financially unable to estab­ 
lish sound pension plans of this sort. I hus 
this plan is obviously inequitable because 
it would leave a cat’s future security de­ 
pendent upon the economic circumstanc­ 
es, fortuituos or otherwise, of its family. 
The most deserving of cats might thus be 
left, purely by accident, in destitution 
while the less deserving loll in luxury. 
The only way to correct this inequity 
is for the pensions to be provided by the 
Federal Government on a uniform and 
non-contributory basis. And to t’ern°''e 
further inequities, the same should be 
done for family canines, who are often 
more loyal and loved, and for the bovines 
and equities, who are certainly more use­ 
ful than cats. 
. 
No hairline distinctions, either in mor­ 
ality or justice, ought to be drawn in this 


matter of society's politico-zoological re­ 
sponsibility. It may be doubted, too, 
whether this responsibility can be said to 
bgein only with death in a family. Why 
should one dog have the best of food and 
medical care whilst one more unfortunate 
huddles in alleyways? Under nationalized 
veterinarianism there would be no de­ 
pendence upon biological pedigrees. 
What such a uniform pension and 
medical system would cost wo do not. 
know. The Government has been remiss 
in its statistics; its animal census data is 
limited to estimating commercial live­ 
stock, certainly a very cross attitude. 
But we may raise the question whether 
the cost should deter us. 
Both the Secretary of the Treasury 
and the Director of the Budget have made 
it clear that in dealing with welfare mat­ 
ers we must not be restrained by any 
thought of budget limitations. It is only 
pertinent to inquire if the need is there, 
and to this question we feel sure every 
family with a beloved animal friend will 
answer with a ringing affirmative. 
Doubtless the whole pension system 
will consider both the justice and the 
vote-getting potentialities of some such 
plan. Considering what we receive from 
the cow while she is young and produc­ 
tive, who suggests society is not her 
debtor when she is superannuated?— Wall 
Street Journal.
